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To  the  Chairman  and  Members , 

Richard  Murray  Hospital  Joint  Board. 


I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Eighteenth  Annual  Report 
on  the  work  of  the  Hospital  during  the  year  1940. 

Reference  was  made  in  my  last  annual  report  to  the  fact  that 
the  Ministry  of  Health  had  decided  to  suspend  the  reservation  of 
beds  at  the  Hospital  for  the  reception  of  civilian  casualties.  This 
suspension  is  still  in  operation. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  membership  of  the  Joint 
Board  during  the  year. 

With  regard  to  the  official  staff,  Dr.  Kathleen  Bower  commenced 
duty  as  House  Surgeon  on  the  1st  March,  1940.  The  consultant 
service  has  been  maintained  during  the  year,  and  in  the  place  of 
Mr.  Hedley  Whyte,  who  is  on  active  service,  the  work  of  consulting 
surgeon  has  been  undertaken  by  his  deputy,  Mr.  Weldon  Watts, 
M.S.,  F.R.C.S.  The  Joint  Board  learnt  with  pleasure  of  the  confer¬ 
ment  of  the  D.S.O.,  upon  Mr.  Hedley  Whyte  for  distinguished 
service  with  the  British  Expeditionary  Force. 

The  members  of  the  staff  were  granted  a  cost-of-living  bonus 
as  from  the  1st  March,  1940,  in  accordance  with  the  scale  and  other 
conditions  approved  by  the  County  Council  in  respect  of  their 
staff. 

A  new  scale  of  allowances  to  the  staff  during  sickness,  similar 
to  that  approved  by  the  County  Council  on  the  6th  November, 
1940,  has  been  adopted  by  Joint  Board. 
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Following  the  decision  of  the  County  Council  to  reduce  the 
annual  holidays  of  their  staff  in  the  present  circumstances,  the 
Joint  Board  decided  to  limit  the  holidays  of  their  staff  to  two  weeks 
in  respect  of  the  past  year. 

In  order  to  provide  a  measure  of  protection  against  air  raid 
risks,  the  Ministry  of  Health  have  authorised  the  carrying  out  of 
certain  structural  alterations  and  other  precautions  at  the  Hospital. 

Arrangements  have  been  made,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  to  provide  a  brick  storage  tank  for  emergency 
water  supplies  at  the  Hospital  for  use  in  case  of  fire  or  failure  of 
existing  supplies  following  an  air  raid.  The  expenditure  will 
be  included  in  the  Board’s  claim  for  grant  under  the  Civil  Defence 
Act,  1939. 

Fears  for  the  safety  of  the  Memorial  Window  at  the  Hospital 
in  the  present  emergency  were  entertained  by  members  of  the 
Joint  Board,  and  it  was  decided  to  have  it  taken  down  and  stored 
for  the  duration  of  the  war. 

Arising  out  of  the  passing  of  the  Workmen’s  Compensation 
(Supplementary  Allowances)  Act,  1940,  which  came  into  operation 
on  1st  August,  1940,  an  additional  charge  of  10%  has  been  added 
to  the  Board’s  current  Workmen’s  Compensation  Policy  as  the 
new  legislation  will  add  considerably  to  the  cost  of  claims  made 
under  the  Act. 

I  have  to  report  the  formation  of  a  North  Eastern  Regional 
Hospitals  Advisory  Council  during  the  year.  The  purpose  of  the 
Advisory  Council,  which  includes  representatives  of  local  authorities 
and  of  voluntary  hospitals,  is  to  keep  under  review  any  services, 
especially  hospital  services,  existing  in  the  Region  for  the 
detection,  prevention  and  treatment  of  disease,  and  the  treatment 
of  injuries,  and  to  advise  the  Constituent  Bodies  thereon,  with  a 
view’  to  promoting  the  best  use  of  all  available  facilities  and  the 
development  of  an  efficient  system  of  services  for  the  Region  as 
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a  whole.  The  Joint  Board  have  given  their  approval  to  the  Draft 
Constitution  of  the  Council.  The  Chairman  of  the  Council  is 
Lord  Eustace  Percy,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  record  that  County  Coun¬ 
cillor  T.  Benfold,  a  member  of  this  Board,  has  been  elected  as 
Vice-Chairman  of  the  Council  for  the  first  year  of  its  activities. 
The  Chairman  of  the  Joint  Board  was  appointed  to  represent  the 
Hospital  on  the  Advisory  Council. 

In  response  to  a  request  from  the  County  Medical  Officer, 
the  Joint  Board  have  agreed  to  undertake  the  training  of  nursing 
auxiliaries  for  enrolment  in  the  Civil  Nursing  Reserve  and  to  grant 
facilities  at  the  Hospital  for  refresher  courses  of  training  for  members 
of  the  Reserve. 

The  Joint  Board  have  decided  to  have  the  front  garden  at 
the  Hospital  brought  under  cultivation  as  a  further  contribution 
towards  the  war  effort. 

The  total  number  of  admissions  to  the  Hospital  during  the 
year  was  631,  which  is  55  less  than  the  previous  year.  337  of  these 
cases  were  admitted  to  the  surgical  wards  and  294  to  the  maternity 
wards.  The  average  stay  per  patient  in  the  surgical  wards  was 
11.22  days  and  in  the  maternity  wards  9.7  days,  as  compared  with 
12.7  and  10.3  days  respectively  in  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  operations  performed  at  the  Hospital  during 
the  year  was  364,  which  is  a  decrease  of  130  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year. 

In  the  maternity  wards,  285  babies  were  born  to  280  mothers, 
there  being  five  sets  of  twins.  This  figure  compares  very  favour¬ 
ably  with  the  previous  year,  when  there  were  226  births. 

There  were  nine  deaths  during  the  year,  which  represents  a 
death  rate  of  1.43%  of  the  admissions  as  compared  with  1.75% 
during  the  previous  year. 
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The  out-patient  department  again  had  a  busy  year,  in  spite 
of  the  fact  that  the  number  of  attendances  was  less  than"  that 
for  the  previous  year. 

The  work  of  the  X-Ray  department  was  well  maintained 
throughout  the  year,  the  number  of  radiographs  being  726  as 
compared  with  832  during  the  previous  year. 

The  same  observation  may  be  applied  to  the  massage  depart¬ 
ment,  which  dealt  with  691  treatments  as  compared  with  841 
for  the  year  1939.  The  work  of  this  department  is  made  possible 
through  the  continued  services  of  Miss  Joan  Simon,  whose  efficient 
and  enthusiastic  work  for  the  Hospital  during  another  year  has 
earned  our  deep  gratitude. 

The  Special  Appeals  Committee  and  the  Hospital  Auxiliary 
Committee  have  again  rallied  to  the  support  of  the  Hospital, 
their  efforts  having  resulted  in  sums  of  £176  10s.  Od.  and  £795 
3s.  6d.,  respectively,  being  raised.  This  sustained  help  to  the  Hos¬ 
pital  year  after  year  is  greatly  appreciated,  especially  when  it  is 
remembered  that  the  majority  of  the  contributions  are  made  by 
workmen  and  employees  of  firms  and  organisations  in  the  sur¬ 
rounding  area. 

I  should  also  like  to  acknowledge  at  this  stage  the  receipt 
of  a  contribution  amounting  to  £6  15s.  Od.  from  the  Secretary  of 
the  Combined  Hospitals  Broadcast  Appeal  Committee  as  the  result 
of  a  wireless  appeal  made  by  Miss  Gracie  Fields. 

It  is  always  a  pleasure  to  mention  the  good  work  undertaken 
by  the  Linen  League,  which  as  will  be  seen  from  the  Matron’s 
report,  has  been  instrumental  in  supplying  much  knitted  wear 
during  the  year. 
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In  expressing  grateful  thanks  to  all  the  good  friends  of  the 
Hospital  who  have  helped  us  during  another  year,  I  feel  sure  that 
the  work  of  the  Hospital  will  continue  to  have  their  enthusiastic 
support  in  the  future  in  spite  of  the  difficult  days  through  which 
we  are  passing. 

Appended  are  the  reports  of  the  Consulting  Surgeon,  the 
Consulting  Obstetrician  and  Gynaecologist,  the  Honorary  Anaesthe¬ 
tist,  the  Matron,  and  the  Honorary  Treasurer’s  financial  statement. 

Finally,  I  take  this  pleasure  in  expressing  my  personal  thanks 
to  the  members  and  officials  of  the  Joint  Board  for  their  assistance 
and  co-operation  during  the  year.

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  the  Joint  Board  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Obstetrical  and  Gynaecological  Departments  at  the 
Richard  Murray  Hospital  for  the  year  1940. 

1,345  obstetrical  and  gynaecological  attendances  were  recorded 
in  the  out-patient  department  during  the  year  under  review, 
while  263  booked  and  31  emergency  obstetrical  cases,  19  cases  of 
abortion  and  50  gynaecological  patients  were  admitted  to  hospital 
and  received  treatment.  285  babies  were  born  to  280  mothers, 
there  being  five  sets  of  twins.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  MATRON. 

I  beg  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  1940. 

NURSING  STAFF. — The  numbers  remain  the  same  and  the 
staff  are  still  working  a  48 -hour  week.  Nurse  Lygo  passed  the 
State  Preliminary  Examination  in  October,  and  will  go  to  the 
Royal  Infirmary,  Bradford,  on  1st  May,  1941. 

DOMESTIC  STAFF. — There  have  been  changes  in  the  person¬ 
nel,  but  the  numbers  remain  the  same. 

LAUNDRY. — This  department  continues  to  work  very 
satisfactorily. 

HOUSEKEEPING. — The  average  number  of  persons  fed 
during  the  year  per  day  was  52.2  The  average  cost  of  feeding 
per  head  per  day  was  1/lfd. 

EGG  WEEK. — This  was  not  as  successful  as  usual  owing  to 
the  high  price  and  the  scarcity  of  eggs.  There  were  3,180  eggs 
collected,  however,  together  with  the  sum  of  £2  8s.  2d.  with  which 
I  bought  eggs. 

JAM  AND  MARMALADE. — Sufficient  jam  and  marmalade 
was  made  during  the  year  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital.  Much  of  the  jam  was  made  from  fruit  grown  in  the  garden. 

EQUIPMENT  AND  RENEWALS. — Replacements  of  clothing 
and  bedding  have  been  made,  and  all  this  is  in  good  repair. 

The  Leadgate  Appeals  Committee  bought  a  bedstead  for 
the  Sisters’  bedroom,  and  three  special  splints  from  some  of  the 
proceeds  of  a  dance. 

LINEN  LEAGUE. — This  continues  to  do  excellent  work. 
The  members  have  supplied  a  considerable  amount  of  knitted 
wear  for  the  wards  this  year. 
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REFRIGERATORS. — These  both  work  very  well. 

THE  SPECIAL  APPEALS  COMMITTEE  continues  to  be 
very  helpful  in  many  ways. 

I  have  to  acknowledge  with  much  pleasure  the  help  I  have 
received  from  the  staff  of  the  Hospital,  the  members  of  the  Joint 
Board,  Mr.  Addison  and  all  the  many  friends  of  the  Hospital  who 
continue  to  support  it  so  well.
